Allowable Subject Matter 

2 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record to Castelli et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,978,788), and Megiddo 
et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,182,070). Castelli discloses a system for generating multi-resolutions and 
multi-projections of the data cube and reconstructs the data cube from the multi-resolutions 
and/or multi-projections for data compression. Megiddo et al teach a system in which or more 
synthetic databases are generated from a dataset, and, thereafter, association rules having a 
similar probability threshold are discovered for each synthetic database. However, in 
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independent claims 1, 8, 17, 26, and 28, neither Castelli or Megiddo generates scoped association 
cubes and association rules as noted on pages 3 and 4 on the decision by the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences.

a. Agrawal (EP742524A2) discloses a system and method for mining generalized 
association rules in database.

c. Obata et al (US Patent No. 6,272,478) discloses an apparatus for discovering 
association rules between existing attributes of data. 

d. Rastogi et al (US Patent No. 6, 1 85,549) discloses a method for miming 
association rules in data. 

e. Qiming et al (A Distributed OLAP Infrastructure for E-Commerce) discloses the 
concept of association rules (scoped multidimensional).
